A total of 64 community and neigh- 


borhood meetings will be held on 
Enlistment Day, January 22, in all sec- 
tions of Hempstead county, according 
to plans completed for conducting the 
first phases of the Food-for-Vivtory 
Campaign by the county Agricultur- 
al Planning Committee, Miss Claude 
Fletcher and Oliver L. Adams, county 
Extension gaents, announced. 


AH farm families of this county will 


be asked to enlist their farm families 
in the Food-for-Victory Campaign 
aimed at greater production of food 
•vitally needed in the successful pro- 
, Station of the war. 


One'hundred'and'forty-seven farm- 


ers, and members of home demontra- 
tion clubs of Hempslead county have 
been appointed Minutemen in this 
drive to enlist all families, and serve 
as leaders in their neighborhoods for 
continuance o fthe campaign for the 
duration of the war. The farm fami- 
lies will list the number of livestock 
on hand, number planned for 1042, 
amount of various kinds of feed and 
food on hand and the necessary acre- 
age they plan to plant this year. Each 
family will sign a Food-for-Victory 
pledge card. 
These cards will be

pressed into a little more than eight 
years, is greater than that of many 
men with 20 years' service. He has 
made good at every job, and few dip- 
lomats ever faced a more difficult job 
than he when he was sent to Russia 
at a time when our relations with the 
Soviets were at sixes and sevens.

So much for that. However such a 


mission can accomplish only so much 
with bare words. Action must back 
them up. 
Sufficient allied force to 


demonstrate to Turkey that North 
Africa, the Red Sea basin, Iran and 
thc Caucasus can be held are an im- 
portant supplement to any words 
Steinhardt can speak. Arms to help 
equip the Turkish armies for de- 
fense are needed and recent extension 
of Lend Lease ta that country must be 
made effective. 


Just what active demonstrations will 


be required of allied good intentions 
toward Turkey, and the means to back 
up those intentions, we don't yet 
know. But this is one of the most 
important diplomatic missions of our 
time, and we trust that the competent 
hands to which it has been entrusted 
will be supported in such a manner 
as to insure success.

Russians Close 
in on Nazis in 
Mozhaisk Area 


War's Most De- 
cisive Battle Seen; 
Key Ukraine 
Cities Attacked 


By the Associated Press 
Russian shock troops were reported 


smashing in a direct frontal assault 
against 100,000 Germans massed at 
Mozhaisk, 57 miles west of Moscow 
in what appeared to be one of the 
greatest and perhaps the most de- 
cisive battle of the war. 


Mozhaisk is the keystone of (he 


dwindling German defense corrider on 
the Napoleonic road from Moscow 
to Smolensk. 


Other Red army forces slowly clos- 


ing the trap around Mozhaisk were 
officially reported to have recaptured 
the town of Mcdyn, 35 miles to the 
southwest. This meant the Germans 
now had only a 70 mile wide escape 
Iroutc 
from Mozhaisk with Soviet 


troops pressing down from Volokol- 
amsk in the north and Medyn in the 
south. 


The Berlin radio admitted that Rus- 


sian reinforcements for a new battle 
of the Crimea were landing at Feo- 
dosiya on the Kerch Peninsula and 
said German fliers had bombed large 
Soviet shipping concentrations, disem- 
barking troops and war materials of 
all kinds.

WASHINGTON—(IP)—The War De- 


partment announced Thursday it had 
dropped previously enforced educa- 
tion requirements for army aviation 
cadets and would hereafter accept 
men of 18 years of age as well 
as married men. 


The requirements were changed to 


step up the supply pilots, navigators 
and bombardeors for the army. 


The minium age was lowered from 


20 to 18 years, the maxium remain- 
ing at 26. 


Married men heretofore 
rejected 


now are accepted; and education re- 
quirements of at least two years of 
college or a written examination has 
been dropped in favor of a uniform 
test. 


Under this system candidates may 


be on the way to an air corps center 
die same day that he applies for the 
first time at an army recruiting sta- 
tion.

NEW YORK-(/P)-Disclosure that an 


enemy submarine has

cast coast.

Bungling of 
U. 5. Production 


Soys War Produc- 
tion Hampered 
by Labor, Man- 
agement Greed 


WASHINGTON—(/P)—The 
Senate 


defense investigation committee charg- 
ed Thursday that American war pro- 
duction had been hampered seriously 
by months of official bungling, labor 
selfishness and management greed. 


In a report covering its studies 


during the last year the committee 
acuscd government agencies of slow- 
ing the war output by a mesh of 
"bureaucratic red tape" and declared:

Figure 2: That dollar-a-ycar men 


on loan from industry were actually 
lobbyists for their former employes 
and should be eliminated.

tary production even attempted. 


Figure 4: That an effort should be 


made to use all facilities of small 
manufacturers in defense production. 


U.S., State Oil 
Laws Are Alike

Restrictions Make 
Little Change 


The restrictions issued to the oil 


industry Tuesday, January 13, to the 
effect . that the consent of adjacent 
property owners is necessary before 
a new well can be drilled has little 
bearing upon oil operations in Arkan- 
sas.

The new order of the Office of Pror 


duction Management requires that all 
separate property interests within a 
forty acre area be agreeable to the 
drilling of a well upon that forty 
acres. 
This has been required in 


the State of Arkansas since February 
20, 1939, as a protection to small 
property owners. 


So far none of the restrictions placed 


upon the industry by the Office of 
Production Management has affected 
any of the pools in Arkansas, with the 
possible exception of a few of the old 
stripper areas. Even in these areas 
adjustments are being made by the 
use of staggered spacing, whereby thc 
wells can be drilled upon forty acre 
tracts and then at some later date, if 
it is necessary, the spacing can be 
reduced. 


The spacing for oil fields has been 


one well to each forty acres since 
early in 1938 by mutual agreement 
among the operators until February 
1939, when it became a state law. 


There has been on case where 


equipment or material was refused 
an operator to drill a well in any of 
the oil pools operating under produc- 
tion control or state regulation. Un- 
like Texas, Louisiana and a few of 
the other stales, Arkansas has not 
found it necessary to amend any rule 
or regulation to conform with those 
of the federal government. The reas- 
on for this is that the rules of the 
federal government so far are almost 
identical with those of thc State of 
Arkansas.

Imported India 
Burlap to U.S. 
Stopped by War 


Farmers Urged to 
Guard Against 
Probable Shortage 
in America 


.u 
?e oulbreak of hostilities in 
the Far East and India, it is especial- 
ly important that farmers help con- 
serve burlap to guard against a prob- 
able shortage, according to Earl Mar- 
tindale, chairman of the Hempslead 
county USDA Defense Board. 


"The United States is entirely de- 


pendent on imports for its supply of 
burlap which comes almost exclusive- 
ly from India," he explained. "About 
80 per cent of our total burlap im- 
ports go into the manufacture of bags 
and about three-fourths of the bur- 
lap bags manufactured are used to 
package commodities which farmers 
buy and sell. 
In 1939-40 approxi- 


mately 459 million yards of burlap 
were used in sales or purchases by 
fanners. 


"Besides these normal uses for bur- 


lap, there is an increased demand for 
H to package foods for the nation's 
armed forces, certain chemicals, con- 
crete and other articles, as well as for 
the packing of many items shipped 
abroad under the Lend-Lease act." 


An effort is being made to expand 


the production of coarse cotton fab- 
rics to be used as substitutes for bur- 
lap but it is probable that in spite 
of this, some shortages of fabric pack- 
ing materials will develop. Cotton bags 
would be quite satisfactory substitutes 
for burlap in most uses, but their in- 
creased use is limited by war needs 
such as tents, uniforms and sand- 
bags, which have placed a heavy bur- 
den on cotton fabric manufacturers. 


Farmers may help greatly to alle- 


viate any shortage by handling bags 
more carefully so that they may be 
reused, by returning used bags to 
dealers as quickly as possible for re- 
use and by repairing bags that are 
only slightly damaged but still suit- 
able for further use.

WASHINGTON—In recent 
weeks 


you have heard much about various 
1 divisions of government 
that were 


not ready for this war, and in weeks 
to come you are going to hear about 
more. I want to tell you about one 
(there are others) that was. H is the 
Department of Justice, specifically the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation.

sirable or questionable aliens were be- 
hind bars, confined to hotel rooms 
under guard, or under orders to re- 
main in their homes with 24-hour pa- 
trols on duty to see that they obeyed 
those orders. 


Within n week; more than 3,000 Jap- 


anese, German, Italian and other non- 
citizens under suspicion ns possible 
fifth columnists had been interned 
without arousing more than occasional 
scattered squawks from nearly 5,000,- 
000 aliens who have been living with- 
in our borders without taking out 
even first citizenship papers. 


Behind all this is more than a year- 


old story. It goes back to the days 
when Supreme Court Justice Robert 
L. Jackson was attorney general, but 
it's a story that doesn't belong to any 
one man. The present Attorney Gen- 
eral, Francis Biddle, was under the 
guns when the war broke out, and 
FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover was on 
deck long before Jackson. 


For nearly 11 months ,the FBI and 


its parent Department of Justice have 
been wrestling those files of 5,000,000 
aliens plus a few thousand more 
from the citizenship list that had a 
question mark on the line that should 
nave noted "good intentions." 


Out of this formless mass, about 


two months ago, began to come dos- 
siers that had some meaning. 
The 


FBI worked out its plan. Attorney 


eneral Biddle approved. 
Before the last words were written 


on the initial story of the blasting of 
Pearl Harbor, Biddle was signing war- 
rants for detension and the FBI, with 
the aid of police, was making whole- 
sale arrests from New York to San 
Francisco. 


This doesn't mean that every fifth 


columnist, spy, or saboteur in the 
United States has been arrested—not 
by a long shot. It doesn't mea nthat 
every one held as a suspicious alien is 
dangerous to the United States. Hun- 
dreds of them will be released. Many 
of them may prove A-l loyalty before 
this war is over. 


But in neither case should that de- 


tract from the job that already has 
been done. The job ahead may be 
comparatively simple as a result of 
it. 


When some one, someday, comes to 


write the story of the handling of 
aliens in this country in World War 
II, th etale will be packed with some 
of the most interesting sidelights in 
the whole picture. 


For example, although our Italian 


aliens add up to far more than those . 
from any other major nation (more 
than l'/i times as many as any other 
country under the domination of Hit- 
ler), the number of 'suspicious" Ital- 
ians taken into custody was so small 
it was hardly worth noting, when 
compared to the 700,000 Italian aliens 
on the non-citizenship lists 


Then, too, there is the problem for 


the FBI of keeping Italians and Ger- 
mans apart in concentration camps. 
To put them together is to invite camp 
free-for-alls that wouldn't end this 
side of bloodshed if guards didn't 
interfere. 


At the big camp at Missoula, Mont., 


not long ago, one of the Italians was 
being sent home under an expatria- 
tion agreement. His Italian buddies 
gave him a big farewell party. The 
camp cook, an Italian, baked a huge 
cake. On its crowning layer were 
two cross colored 'sugar flags. One 
was the flag of Italy; the other, the 
Stars and Stripes.

Roar of Cities 
Drown Sirens 


Failure of Warnings 
Shows U. S. Must 
Take Lessons

WASHINGTON-From New York, 


Washington and other big American 
cities comes news that tests of air raid 
sirens failed. This can be turned into 
success if the authorities will take 
lessons from London. 


Anyone coming to any big Ameri- 


can city after service in blitzed Eng- 
land is apt to jump up and make ready 
to go to an air raid shelter when, sud- 
dcnily, down in the street they hear si- 
rens hooting. But the siren is usual- 
ly only on a fire engine, police car 
or an ambulance. At all hours of the 
day and night in the big American 
cities these screams arc heard. So 
long as this continues, it will be very 
difficult to devise a system of sirens 
that, to the average American, will 
mean an air raid alarm. 


They Still Use Gongs in London 
In London and other big British 


cities no fire department or police ve- 
hicles are equipped with sirens. Neith- 
er are amhbulances. They still use 
simple gongs. And the vehicles get 
through the crowded streets of Lon- 
don just as quickly as do their siren- 
howling counterparts in New York. 


Lesson No. 1: Ditch the sirens. Go 


back to gongs. 


But even if American authorities 


dispense with sirens on fire and po- 
lice vehicles and ambulances, there 
still remains the every-minute noise of 
American cities—the swelling chorus 
of motor horns that would serve to 
drown out the sound of air raid sirens. 


Some years before the present war 


broke out, authorities in London hand- 
ed down the ukase that the sounding 
of motor horns was entirely to cease. 
Motorists at once set up the kick that 
this would lead to endless accidents. 
The authorities stood pat. 


The expected increase in accidents 


did not materialize. Being forbidden 
to hoot their horns only served to 
make motorists more careful in their 
driving. 
A vast volume of noise 


ceased. Great London's immense traf- 
fic from then on only made a deep 
hum. 
What London did, American 


cities can do. In fact, the city of 
Memphis has already done it. 


Co, Lesson No. 2: Stop motor horn 


tooting. 


In London there are nearly 500 air 


raid sirens. Some are run by steam, 
some by compressed air, some by elec- 
tricity. As there are no skyscrapers 
in London and few buildings over ten 
stories in height, the sound from the 
sirens is mainly projected horizontally, 
from points between 50 and 100 feet 
above the street. 


When the Royal Air Force sound 


detectors find enemy planes coming 
towards London, the news is flashed to 
a central authority there. A very 
thorough system has been set up 
whereby those in charge of sirens arc 
notified and warnings arc given all 
over town 


British Skipped Tricky Signals 
In Bfritain there was no attempt to 


have a long sound followed by a 
short one. The simplest method was 
adopted—a long wavering sound, up 
and down, up and down. The banchee 
cry of 500 sirens lias been entirely ef- 
fective. Only a drugged or a drunken 
sleeper fails to hear the sirens when 
they let go at night. 


So, Lesson No. 3: Following the ex- 


perience of London, there should be 
sirens placed all over town so that 
each does not have to cover a radius 
of more than a half mile. In the down- 
town 
skyscraper 
districts, 
sound 


should be sent both horizontally and 
vertically, the latter because of the 
tall buildings where the alarm must 
be heard. 


The long wavering up and down 


sound should be adopted. In Britain, 
the All Clear signal is a long steady 
sound on the sirne, with no wavering.
